DMV Says Motorcycle 
Drivers Now Need License 


Motor Vehicles Direct o r 
Verne Orr stressed today 
that any person who re¬ 
news his California driver's 
license and intends to drive 
a two-wheel motorcycle on 
a public highway must 
bring a motorcycle to a 
DMV office and show that 
he can operate it. 

Exempted are perso n s 
whose licenses are already 
endorsed for motorcyc 1 e 
driving. 

Because there was .no 
such thing as a motorcycle 
driver’s license (known as a 
“class 4 license”) until the 
Californi a legislature 
changed the law last year, 
Orr said a great many of 
the state’s 350,000 registered 
motorcyel es are being 
driven by persons who got 
their licenses by showing 
proficiency behind the steer¬ 
ing wheel of an automobile. 
However, during the next 
four years, as licenses come 
np for routine renew a 1, 
everyone who wants to op¬ 
erate a two-wheel motor¬ 


cycle or motor-driven cycle 
must prove to a DMV exam¬ 
iner that he can do so safe¬ 
ly. “If he has been hand¬ 
ling a motorcycle for quite 
a while, this should be no 
problem,” said Orr. 

“An applicant’s first class 
4 license or class 4 endorse¬ 
ment on a regtular license 
renewal must b e earned by 
passing both a sped a 1 
written test concerning safe 
motorcycle use and a skill 
test on a motorcycle,” Orr 
stated. 

“On subsequent license 
renewals the motorcycle 
driver, like the car or truck 
driver, will be required to 
pass only the visual and 
written test unless there is 
a special reason' to give him 
a road test as well,” Orr 
concluded. 

Anyone operating a 
motorcycle, motor-driven 
cycle or minibike on Cali¬ 
fornia’s public roads must 
be licensed to do so.

Southern .California’s 
economy spurted to an un¬ 
precedented gain of 10.5 per 
cent during 1968, according 
to Security Pacific National 
Bank. 

Tile bank’s Economic Re¬ 
search Department today re¬ 
ported substantial year 1 y 
increases in construed o n 
(20 per cent), business loans 
(15.6 per cent), retail sales 
(12.5 per cent), personal in¬ 
come 18.7 per cent), indus¬ 
trial power sales (8.7 per 
cent), bank demand de¬ 
posits (8.2 per cent), real 
estate sales actiivty (6.3 per 
cent), manufacturing pay¬ 
rolls (5.2 per cent), employ¬ 
ment (4.7 per cent) and 
petroleum production 4.7 
per cent). 

Unemployment declined 
from 4.5 to 4.3 per cent dur¬ 
ing th e past year. During 
the first 10 months of 1968, 
business failures declined 
by 34.9 per cent. 

Security Pacific Bank’s re¬

Violation To 
Sell Glue 
To Minors 


The Los Angeles County 
Commission on Narcotics 
and Dangerous Drugs today 
released a reminder to all 
merchants throughout the 
County' that it is a viola¬ 
tion of the Business and 
Profession Code “to sell or 
deliver glue to a minor un¬ 
der the age of eighteen.” 
Penalty for conviction of 
such ranges from $100 fine 
and/or ninety days In 
County jail to $500 fine 
and/or one year in County 
jail. 

The state legislature en¬ 
acted this provision of the 
code in 1965 in order to 
control the dangerous .prac¬ 
tice of glue sniffing. Re¬ 
cently, a young boy in the 
East Los Angeles area died 
on the street after inhaling 
glue fumes. While such 
fatal results do no always 
occur, permanent brain 
damage can result. 

Parents are also urged by 
the commission to be aware 
of the practice of glue sniff¬ 
ing and to consider glue as 
they would any other po¬ 
tentially dangerous drug 
and t 0 insure that it is not 
left around the home where 
children can have easy ac- 
ess to it and perhaps use it 
without parental control or 
knowledge. A few simple 
precautions, the Commission 
concludes, can prevent such 
ocourances as the recent 
tragic death in East Los 
Angeles.

How A Nation Progresses 


Beneath the complexities of modern life lie funda¬ 
mental truths that are often forgotten. One of these truths 
is that the only way a community, a state or a nation can 
progress is through the initiative and resourcefulness of 
individual citizens who build the industries, the farms, the 
mines and the factories on which productivity and living 
standards rest. The meaning of private iniative is difficult 
to appreciate in more populous regions where skyscrapers 
stand shoulder to shoulder as far as the eye can see. But 
out in the big sky country of Montana, it is easy to follow 
the thread of truth in the close relationship between pri¬ 
vate enterprise and the progress of the community. 

Not long ago, the Montana Power Company dedicated 
its now 180,000-kiiowatt J. E. Corette steam-electric gen¬ 
erating plant, which has been under construction at Bill¬ 
ings since early 1966. The plant represents a $20-million 
investment, including some $1 million for installation of 
the latest air polution control equipment. Montana has 
large deposits of coal, for which the new plant will pro¬ 
vide a market, thus further strengthening the economy of 
the state. More than 5,000 people attended dedication cere¬ 
monies for the new taxpaying private enterprise power 
project. 

The investment of (his one electric company in Mon¬ 
tana totals nearly $350 million — more than $277,000 per 
employee. The taxes it pays help to support schools, roads 
and other public services. They also help to make up the 
total 1967 tax bill of $3.1 billion, paid to all levels of 
government by the investor-owned electric industry. Yes, a 
new power project in a community — built and paid for 
by private enterprise — shows how a nation progresses. 


Boypower ’76 


A Nation of Thieves! 


A United Press International news report says, “The 
growth of shoplifting has become a national scandal. The 
Federal Bureau of Investigation and the National Retail 
Merchants Association believe shoplifting increased by 
about 93 per cent from 1960 through 1966 and still is 
skyrocketing.” 

Figures such as these have both a moral and a 
practical side. On the moral side, they leave by one con¬ 
clusion — we are becoming a nation of thieves. On the 
practical side, the soaring incidence of pilferage and shop¬ 
lifting increases the cost of doing business, which must 
be passed on ultimately to consumers. 

The spread of shoplifting is a sad commentary on our 
intelligence. Retail distributors, like any other business, 
must make a profit to live. The mountains of luxuries 
and necessities that are put at our fingertip by the nation’s 
retailers did not descend from heaven. They were put there 
by hard work, good management and the investment of 
savings in small stores and large, from the local general 
merchandising outlet to the chain organizations that have 
become known to every household and represent mass 
distribution at its best. 

The kind of mass thievery we call shoplifting will not 
only drive up prices, but will lead to controls and surveil¬ 
lance distasteful to both honest consumers and merchants. 
More stringent laws are being written, stores are em¬ 
ploying more detecetives and more sophisticated electronic 
and mechanical detecting devices to protect the goods 
on their shelves. The cure for shoplifting, however, as with 
most of our current ills, lies with a rebirth of individual 
responsibility and a respect for the rights and property 
of others. 

Crusade Against Litterburgs 

A Klamath Falls, Oregon, youth, 16-year-old high school 
junior Bill Manley, has launched his own fight against 
litter in his community. He sought and received permission 
from the Klamath Falls City Council to clean up the city. 
Ho lias enlisted other high school boys and girls to assist 
him on weekends in gathering roadside debris, cleaning 
vacant lots and removing waste from the shores of Kla¬ 
math Lake, adjacent to the city. According to a press re¬ 
port, “The work is being done without pay. He told county 
and city officials he is just interested in keeping things 
clean.” 

Young Mr. Manley, by stiumulating the interest of 
youth in an anti-litterburg campaign around his community, 
could well start a national youth movement for cleaner 
cities. After all, it is the youth who will be living for 
many decades with the mess that litterbugs are creating 
around us today. The effort of this high school student 
and his helpers deserves the widest publicity and encour¬ 
agement of fellow citizens.

Words Mean the Some 


When a nation announces devaluation of its money 
by a few per cent, the event rates the headlines. But 
when the cost of living rises by 4 to 5 per cent, as the 
result of inflationary increases in prices, the news is re¬ 
ceived with comparative complacency. As the Portland, 
Oregon, Journal observes, the parallel should be plain. 
In the Journal’s words, “. . . devaluation is exactly 
the meaning of the news that the cost of living will rise 
about 4.5 per cent in 1968. A dollar put in the sock last 
New Year's Day will be worth only a little over 95 cents 
on New Year’s Eve ... It may sound like a stuck needle, 
but the facts are inescapable: To avoid this kind of de¬ 
valuation, restraints on wage and price increases and 
excessive government spending is essential.” It is a lot 
easier to blame rising prices on youh neighbor than where 
it largely belongs — on a spendthrift government.
